Erosion  Threat  Restricts 
Mountain  Traffic  Y Day 


“Keeping  students  off  Y Moun- 
tain is  for  the  beauty  of  the  moun- 
tain, it’s  not  somebody’s  hair- 
brained  idea  to  keep  Y students 
from  having  fun,”  according  to 
Ernest  Bramwell,  chairman  of  Y- 
Day  projects  this  year. 

Because  of  the  serious  and 
threatening  erosion  of  the  area 
on  Y-Mountain,  the  Forest  Ser- 
vice restricts  traffic  on  the  moun- 
tain, Bramwell  continued. 

IN  1936  MUD-ROCK  floods  of 
major  proportions  issued  from 
the  three  major  canyons  east  of 
campus.  Piior  to  this  time  sever- 
al smaller  floods  had  created  pro- 
blems to  valley  residents. 

Alarmed  at  the  threat  to  life 
and  property,  the  people  of  Utah 
County  were  instrumental  in  ex- 
tending the  National  Forest  boun- 


dary to  include  the  mountain. 

THE  BEOCK  Y is  located  on 
National  Forest  land,  although 
the  government  has  issued  a spe- 
cial use  permit  to  the  University 
to  improve  and  maintain  two 
acres  of  land  in  and  around  the 
Block  Y. 

By  1961  BYU  Physical  Plant 
had  surveyed  erosion  control  and 
rehabilitation  work  was  begun  by 
students.  Erosion  control  is  still 
in  progress. 


DUE  TO  THE  WATER  erosion 
and  essentieil  ground  growth  on  Y 
Mountain,  students  will  be  kept 
strictly  on  paths  while  painting 
the  Y,  and  those  not  complying 
with  the  request  will  be  estourted 
off  the  mountain,  according  to 
Bramwell.
